The wo-kmgmen or this eountr\ will ne-jer gain the goal for 


which thej are striving by joining their fortunes with the In- 
dustrial Workers of the World, says the Boston Herald. This 
organization stands for everything that it, opposed to American 
principles. One of its pnncipil doctrines is set forth in tho 
declaration: "There is only one bargain ihat the,I/W.W. will 
make with the employer—COMPLETE SURRENDER OF AL' 
CONTROL OF INDUSTRY TO THE ORGANIZEU WORKERS." 


This organization boasts that it has no idea of respecting any 


agreement made between anj cmplojer and the 
members 
of 


the body. Here is a direct declaration to the effect contained 
jn the preamble of its constitution: 
"The question of 'right,' 


and 'wrong' does not concern us. Xo terms made with an em- 
ployer are final. All peace so long -at, the wage system lasts is but 
an arme dtruce. At any f arable opportunity the struggle for 
more control of industry is re 'f\\ed 
""No body of workingmcn which K strnmg to retain the confi- 
dence and sjmpalhy of the public at large can hope to attain 
it unless they are guided bj the unalterable principles of jus- 
tice and absolute respect for IUP rights of others while insisting 
on their own right-. Cenaml>, joining in with the agitators ol 
the I. W. W. will not help their cause ui wiy way. 


Capital and labor are dependent upon each other for existence 


Neither can in this da>, at least, accomplish its end lo the fullest 
e\tent without the aid of the other. There must be the ulmo-l 
and frankest understanding between them,and agreements and 
contract entered into for the conduct of business must be held 
as of the most sacred and nmolable character. 


Of late years there has be« i growing up between the em- 


ployer and the employe a mutual understanding of these ba-,i<- 
principles upon winch the industrial structure of the nation 
is built. More and more has the tendency been to submit dib 
putes in regard lo wages and hours of labor and thousand and 
one matters of dispute that arise in every business lo arbitra- 
tion and to abide by the decision rendered after full investigation 
and discussion.
